(ieorge Herrington, despite the 
<lc 8 tilution staring him in the face 
in the dead of winter, and suffering 
from lack of the essentials of life, 
foi almost six weeks, sends his 
children daily to school, in the hope 
th it their future may be less un¬ 
happy than is his own condition . 

Herrington lives at l!t 47 O’Fal¬ 
lon street, St. Louis, in a shanty 
with one room. He has two ciiild- 
reu, a boy and a girl, aged it and 
7 years. He is an old man weak¬ 
ened by a life of hard work, and he 
can find notiiing to do to make 
enough money to keep his roi.on 
warm or his children from being 
hungry. 

All his clotliing and his shaiiby 
furniture, piece by piece, have 
been sold lor food. 

.\i)w he has no recourse left, 
and in two cays will l»e turned out 
into the street, witli his little 
rhildreii, because he eaniiot pay his 
rent. 

Tlie neighbors help him oeeasion- 
ally with a jilate of food, but they 
are almost as poor and ean do but 
little. It hurts him most wlnii 
the children come liackin the cold 
from school, and sit in the desolat¬ 
ed room and cry with their hunger 
and misery. 

Herrington has had a hard life. 
Formerly he was a diver for the 
government, and helped raise 
Steamers during the war. Once 
the diving bell capsized as he was 
going down and the awful shuck 
brought on a heart alfection, which 
constantly troubles him. 

‘‘I am an American, all the way 
through,” he said, “and I don't 
like to ask for help, but 1 can’t see 
my little children suffer that way 
before my eyes. 

‘‘Yes, 1 send them to suhuol be¬ 
cause 1 know what good it is for 
them. Whenever the l»oy laui do 
something for a little pay, he does 
it, but work is hard to pick up and 
we have had no fire or anything to 
eat for two days. ”

W.\S HONEST AND KIND. 

Prank J. Eckers looked at his 
haggard, starving wife, at the 
pinched faces of his babies, at the 
rooms of the little home,at No. 12 'J 
Brunswick street, Jersey City, bare 
of furniture that had been paw ned i 
when he could not get w ork. 

He felt the gnawing of hunger at 
his own vitals, and knew that tlie 
misery of his fouiily was real. 

Then he went to Brooklyn, the 
wreck of an honest man. Dainties i 
in Oscar Schlegl’s dellieatesseii 
store, at No. do 7 Broadway, com¬ 
pleted the work of making him a 
thief. I 

He broke into the rooms over 
the store, where Mrs. Schlegl sat, 
a good woman, whose placid life 
knew not starvation. Slie called 
the police. 

Eckers ran a block, and fainting 
exhausted, was caught. The jio- 
lice laughed at his story. 

Magistrate Lemon believed it 
when it was told to him in court 
by the Bev. Gaylord S. White, who 
bad investigated it. 

The judge was moved, too, by 
the meeting of Eckers and his wife. 
She had md seen him since he 
J»ad left his desolate home to get 
feead for his babies at any cost. 

Their hands met. The wife 
bowed her head on the man’s 
shoulder. Ue bent down and 
bissed her. 

They did not speak to each 
other, these two unfortunate ones, 
but looked only at the two tots who 
were no out of place in the court 
room. 

“He’s honest and kind, Judge," 
tbe wife pleaded.

I ,MAD WOMEN IN WOBURN 
FACTORIES. 


^ (Krou) tUe Boston Tost.) 

^JflRLSgo crazy at their work out 
in Woburn, and so do young 
women, and middle-aged women. 
They gel drunk ami have to be 
sent home from the factory in car¬ 
riages. They laugh and they cry, 
and are bes'ide tliemselves. They 
appear to be ready for admittance 
to some kindly asylum. 

Yet they are not discharged. They 
draw their salaries with tin* regu¬ 
larity of the town clock or even 
more so. They become ai-customed 
! to being crazy, raving mad. It is 
l -uebaeommon sight in Woburn 
I that no one pays more attention to 
i it, and tbe daft girl of yesterday is 
: joked about it to-day. 

■■ This is not fiction. It is a eon- 
I dition, an exjicriencethrough which 
'anyone of the seventy-five girls 
' eniployed at the Russell counter 
factory^ No. 12 Beacon street, Wo¬ 
burn, may pass any day of tbe 
workingsix. 

It i.« no uncommon siglit on 
i damp, misty, clammy days when 
'the atmosphere is heavy, to see 
several of the girls, who work on 
the top floor of the factory, lose all 
control of themselves and have to 
be sent to their homes in carriages 
and under the care ol a friend, 
i They are under the inllucnce of 
'naphtha, and its effects are not un¬ 
like those produced by bad whis¬ 
key. The seductive fumes from 
;thega.ssy liiiuid permeate the at- 
' inospberc ol ibat ut>per (looi in the 
! Russell factory. The girls at tlie 
' benches breathe it all day long. 

' ThevheiMine the victim." of it. It 
slowly steals its way into their sy s¬ 
tem and over]>owers the brain. 

They can no longer manipulate 
their iiituble fingers, the hand 
becomes lax, the eye becomes 
dulled, the mind begiiu to faltei 
and then the pwr girl becomes 


what one of the men of the factory ' 
termed “batty.” ' j 

The factory of the Russell Shoe 
Counter Co. is an interesting jilace 
to visit, and not the least interest¬ 
ing jiart o the building is that 
where the girls go crazy. There is 
no mistaking the jircsence ofnajih- 
tha. 

1 he unacelimated nostril of the 
visitor is at once assailed by the 
not altogether agreeable odor, and 
he wonders how long he could re¬ 
main in that surcharged atmo- 
siiliere. The girls seem to pay no 
attention to it; in fact, they have 
become so accustomed to tlie smell 
that to them there is no smell of 
naphtha. But it is there, and the 
girls themselves are ample proof of 
its existence. 

When the Russell factory is run¬ 
ning on full time, which it is not 
ju.st now, there are daily turned 
out some at ),000 jui rs of all kinds 
of shoe counters. The tanned | 
liides are transformed. Iiy various] 
steps into the tiiiislied eou ter, j 
all of which are iiiteresling, but 
only tbe iiorlioiiof the work done bv ' 
the girls of the top IliMir and tliei 
causes for tlieir imidnes.s are of 
eoiieeni to tiie reader. 

Tlie counter eonus to tbc.,e girls' 
in Ibree parts, the body a stiff 
pieei- of leal her, and t he two covers i 
a liner, very ifliahlc pieeeofleathiT. ■ 
It is the duty of these girls to stick ' 
the parts together, ilic stiff i»icce in' 
the middle. For this |)urpose a^ 
ecmenl, composed of riihher and' 
iiaplitlia, is used. Long lieiiches j 
occupy the floor space of the room i 
and at these heiielies the seventy-' 
live girls and women are -seated. ; 
Ill f ont of them and on tlie .beiieli i 
are racks capable of liohling several ’ 
trays. At tlie riglit liaiul, or the 
left, as itmay be, of tlic emplovee 
is a round dish or vessel wbieii | 
holds alioiit two ijiiarts of the 
napiitlia-ruliber cement. 

From the cutting and blocking 
department downstairs come tlie] 
three ]iart 8 of the counter. The' 
women take tliem, and Ity means 
of a brush give tlieiu u coating of 
cement, wliicli, baviug dried to a 
certain degree, lias a wonderful; 
adliesive power. FNery time tliei 
operator dips the lirush into tbe 
vessel of cement sb-.'stirs the naph¬ 
tha; cveiy sweep of the brush has 
tbe same effect, and even as the 
cement lies in the vessel the naph¬ 
tha is eontiniially evaiiorating. 

There are seventy-live and some¬ 
times more siicli dishes; there are 
seventy-five sueli brushes. Little 
wonder that the air becomes heavy 
witli the sen.«e-stealing fumes, and 
it is not to be wondered at tliat the 
girls become crazy. When the 
factory is running full time, the 
superintendent stated that there 
were used dailyilOU gallons of liipiid. 
Just now sometliiiig more tlian 
seventy-live gallons are daily con¬ 
sumed. 

Tbe existing atmospberio con¬ 
ditions have mueb to do with tbe 
effect of tbe gas on tbe. young 
women. Let it be a muggy, dis¬ 
mal, dainji or even cold day, there 
are liable to be several eases of eol- 
lajise or temporary -mental derange¬ 
ment or drunkenness up stairs. Gn 
t-uch days there is little opportuntiy 
for ventilation; the windowfe are 
not opened to any great extent. 
The fumes from tbe cement are 
heavier than tlie atmosphere and 
sink to tbe floor. In tbe morn¬ 
ing tlie room is reasonably comfort¬ 
able, but as the day progresses, 
and fume upon fume, from seventy- 
five. vessels, makes for the lloor. 
its very' alnmdance forces it grad¬ 
ually upward until it reaches tlie 
nostrils of the operators. 

When the days are bright and 
the air is light and the windows of 
the room can be opened wide, 
then is there no danger from the 
naiihtha. The girls bend eagerly 
to their work, and turn out some 
of them 1400 pair of counters a day, 
nor mind the gases floating all 
aliout them, but when tbe cloudy, 
sunless day come, it is then with a 
good deal of fear and trembling, 
and with serious forelsiding. Hint 
they climb the wooden stairs and 
take a seat at the work bench. 
They do not know whether they 
are going to get drunk or crazy. 
Tliev don’t know whether they are 
going to go into fit? of convulsive 
laugliter, or whether they are go¬ 
ing to become hy sterical and weeji 
as if they liad lost all friends and 
all hope.

Nationalisation of tiie land aud 
organization of agricultural and 
industrial armies under state or 
municipal eo-ojierative principles. 

The disestablishment and distn- 
dowment of all state churches. The 
estahlishment of adequate pensions 
for the aged and iiilirm workers. 
Every jierson attaining tlie age of 
fifty to be kept by the eoinmunity, 
work being optimal after that age. 
Tlie estalilishment of numiei])al 
hospitals, muniei])al control uf the 
food and coal sujijily, abolition of 
present workhouse system, and the 
provision of useful work for the un¬ 
employed.

the furnaces in ladles. There are 
two strings of moulds that form 
endless conveyers. These endless 
chains travel 125 feet, and carry the 
moulds slowly up an incline. In 
the process of travelling the pigs 
are cooled by a spray of water and 
the moulds are returned quite cool 
for the next load. The new 
machine does all lifting, loading, 
and breaking at a cost of a penny 
jierhmir, against tivepence an hour 
for manual labor.
